Poses as a 
Doctor, Earns 
$25,000 


DETROIT (AP) 
Authorities 


are checking today into the 
background of a man who they 
said earned some $85,000 while 
posing as a physician for four 
years. 


Michigan Atty. Gen. Frank 


Kelley Thursday termed the 
case "one of the most fantastic 
stories of deception 
in 
the 


state's medical history." 


Kelley said the man, Thomas 


M. Novak, 29, of suburban Livo- 
nia, had no medical degree. 
• 


"Apparently he picked up all 


his medical knowledge by visit- 
ing different medical schools," 
Kelley said. 


The attorney general 
said 


Novak was tripped up after he 
recently applied as a physician 
for an insurance policy. No 
record of Novak's doctor's certif- 
icate was found, Kelley said. 


Kelley said Novak, a 1953 


graduate of Detroit's Chadsey 
High School, "faked" attend- 
ance -at schools of medicine, 
including 
the 
University of 


Michigan, Ann Arbor, Wayne 
State University in Detroit, and 
Johns Hopkins .University, medi- 
jcal school, Baltimore; 


"He would buy a lot of books 


but would not actually attend 
most of the classes," Kelley 
said. "He picked up a lot of 
knowledge by simply putting on 
a white coat and walking into a 
hospital to observe the opera- 
tions." 


The state's chief legal official 


said Novak prescribed drugs for 
patients after picking his regis- 
tration number for narcotics 
prescriptions "out of thin air." 


Kelley said there was no im- 


mediate indication that any of 
Novak's 
patients 
had 
been 


harmed or that he had per- 
formed any surgery. 


Novak bought a deceased doc- 


tor's practice from the man's 
heirs in 1960 and specialized in 
internal medicine, treating such 
ailments as heart and lung di- 
seases and diabetes, 
Kelley 


said. 


Kelley said Novak, who was 


not held, might be charged with 
practicing medicine without a 
license. This carries a maxi- 
mum penalty upon conviction of 
a $300 fine or up to six months 
in jail. 


Novak, married and the fa- 


ther of two children, surren- 
dered to authorities Thursday 
after being queried about his 
medical certificate.

stabilized today," the 


spokesman said. 


Khanh, 37, was expected to 


retain members of the powerful 
Dai Viet party in the govern- 
ment and the armed forces. Be- 
fore Khanh went to Dalat last 
week, following violent antigov- 
ernment 
demonstrations, 
he 


charged that members of the 
party had plotted against his 
government. He conferred today 
with Nguyen Ton Hoan, leader

Overpower fhe 
Hope Bobcats

Hope Star Sportswriter 
Thrown up against AAA giant 


Texarkana last night, the Bob- 
cats were mercilessly mauled 
35-6 before a capacity crowd 
in Arkansas High's Buhrman 
Field. 


Plagued by fumbles, incom- 


plete passes, and mistakes, the 
Cats showed a spark only during 
the third period. Quarterback 
Vince Massanelli and halfback 
Johnny Samuels made key runs 
during the 
sixty-seven 
yard 


drive, and Jerry Burnett took 
the ball over from the six-inch 
line. 


When asked about the game 


afterwards, head coach Alan Ho- 
ward said, "What can I say? 
We got beat by a real fine foot- 
ball team. 


"The only time that we look- 


like a real team was during the 
third quarter. It just so happens 
that a game is made up of four 
quarters instead of one." 


A holding penalty stopped the 


Hogs on their first possession 
of the game, but the Bobcats 
ran out of downs and had to 
punt. Big Jimmy Johnson boot- 
ed one from the 33 clear out of 
the end /one, and the Razor- 
backs took over from the 20. 


On repeated long gainers by 


tailback Joe Blagg, Texarkana 
moved within striking range, 
only to have one of the night's 
numerious penalties put them 
back out to Hope's 31. 


Here ace quarterback Freddie 


Green limbered up the arm 
once, a fifteen yarder to tailback 
Gene Lott, but completed only 
to move the Hogs within strik- 
ing distance again. On fourth 
and ten, Lott split the up-rights 
with a twenty-one yard field 
goal to give Texarkana the lead, 
3-0, which they never relinquish- 
ed. 


The Bobcats again penetrated 


into the pig pen, but were stopp- 
ed short when Royal scopped up 
a loose ball for the Hogs. 


Green again went to the air, 


but to no avail, and Texarkana 
punted out to Johnny Samuels on 
Hope's seventeen yard line. The 
ball got away from Samiiels, 
however, and found its way 
into very willing Texarkana 
hands. 


There was no stopping the 


Pigs from so close in, and Lott 
romped over from the three. 
Ronnie Ingram batted down the 
try for point after, and the first 
quarter came to an end with 
Texarkana 
out front 9-0. 


During the second period, the 


Cats mounted two unsuccessful 
'efforts to break down the brick 
wall of the Texarkana defense. 


Green set up the next Hog 


tally on a long pass to Lott. Lott 
then got the ball on the next 
play and proceeded to out run 
two Hope men around for the 
score. PAT by Lott was no good, 
and the Razorbacks led 15-0, 


Only five minutes remained 


in the first half, but a halfback 
pass from Razorback Randy to 
Harville put the damper on a 
Hope attempt to break into the 
scoring column. 


The Hogs again marched the 


length of the field. This time 
fullback Lynn Smith was given 
the honor of going across. The 
Texarkana line opened a hole 
•big enough to dive a truck 
through, and he stepped across 
from the one. The conversion 
attempt failed for the third time 
in a row, and Texarkana widen- 
ed the already large gap out to 
,21-0, where it stayed until after 
the half. 


Hope took the kick when play 


resumed and cashed in for their 
only TD. Keepers by Massanelli 
and some rough running by 
Johnny Samuels brought Hope 
up within six inches of the goal, 
and Burnett took it through the 
right side of the line for the 
tally. Jordan's attempt at the 
extra point was no good, and 
Texarkana led 21-6. 


The Bobcat defense came to 


life then, and Gary Poole grabb- 
ed a fumble on the Texarkana 
thirty-two, 


A quick pitch to Burnett 


moved the Cats to the eighteen, 
but Burnett had the ball jarred 
loose on the next play and the 
chance for a tally was spoiled 
by a Razorback recovery. 


The Hogs again began to

Texarkana Hogs 
Overpower the 
Hope Bobcats

Thrown up against AAA giant 


Texarkana last night, the Bob- 
cats were mercilessly mauled 
35-6 before a capacity crowd 
in Arkansas High's Buhrman 
Field. 


Plagued by fumbles, incom- 


plete passes, and mistakes, the 
Cats showed a spark only during 
the third period. Quarterback 
Vince Massanelli and halfback 
Johnny Samuels made key runs 
during the 
sixty-seven 
yard 


drive, and Jerry Burnett took 
the ball over from the six-inch 
line. 


When asked about the game 


afterwards, head coach Alan Ho- 
ward said, "What can I say?

Green limbered up the arm 
once, a fifteen yarder to tailback 
Gene Lott, but completed only 
to move the Hogs within strik- 
ing distance again. On fourth 
and ten, Lott split the up-rights 
with a twenty-one yard field 
goal to give Texarkana the lead, 
3-0, which they never relinquish- 
ed. 


The Bobcats again penetrated 


into the pig pen, but were stopp- 
ed short when Royal scopped up 
a loose ball for the Hogs. 


Green again went to the air, 


but to no avail, and Texarkana 
punted out to Johnny Samuels on 
Hope's seventeen yard line. The 
ball got away from Samiiels, 
however, and found its way 
jnto very willing Texarkana 
hands.

Pigs from so close in, and Lott 
romped over from the three.
